$622 60.—This was an action to recover 
8500 liquidated damages for breach of con- 
tract, plus $105 the value of seven balls o} 
opium forfelted to the plaintiff by such 
-breach of ‘contract, and $17.60, a penalty 
imposed by the same contract upon the 
defendant in respect.of these seven balls of 
opium ($2.50 each) which he had been pre- 
paring without havitig givon notice to the 
plafotifis, (the Opium-Farmors) of his in- 
tentién to do so, with varlous particulars 
88 agreed on. 

The Attorney General, instructed by Mr 
E. Sharp, appeared for the Opium Farmer, 
and Mr Brereton for the defendant. :

I went to the 
Wing Loong shop No. 8 Queen’s Road West, 
and there-saw Loong Achun, who, in the 
presence”of Lee Akum sald he was a servant 
of the latter, arid afterwards said that there 
were five balls of opium in the pans. No re- 
port had been made to the opium farmer that 
any opium was to be boiled there after six 
o'clock. . During the month of June, Lb 
balls were reported by this sub-licensee, and 
these were all boiled during the day ; in 
July there were 12, in August. up to the 
6th, there were6 balls, On these arate was 
paid of $2.50 a ball. 

Mr Brereton said. he would not call any. 
witnesses. ‘ 

The Attorney Goneral addressed the 
Court. on behalf, of the-plaintifis . They 
had agreed, he safd, on the issues. The 
first question was, did the defendant boil 
or permit the boiling of opium at night? 
The defence to that was the simple 
answer,—" No, the whole thing is a myth,” 
The second question was,—had ho a quan- 
tity of opium which had not been reported? 
‘He had proved this quantity of opium had 
not been reported, and the question simply 
was whether the $500 claimed was lquid- 
ated damages ov a penalty. Having regard 
to the nature of all the clauses, it waa 
entirely for the Court to say under any 
circumatances whether the thing, although 
called liquidated damages, was not really a 
penalty. He was quite willing to leave 


| that matter in his Lordship’s hands. «If 


his Lordship held that a breach of. con: 
tract had been made, the cross-action 
which was for damages -for the improper 
withdrawal of the license, of. course fell to 
the ground, as by the contract the breach 
cancelled the license. The sub-licensee 
certainly could have lost nothing by the 
withdrawal of hia license at any rate, for the 
amount made on the opium he prepared, 
taking his returns as correct, barely ‘paid for 
bis licogaes But the only really important 
pe was that not raised by the defendant 

ut by his Lordship, namely,—whether 
the Opium Farmer could make such a con- 
tract, . He held that::this was a'vaid con- 
tract-unless it was in contradiction of public 
law or igs policy ; and asked that it be 
given effect to by the Court. 

. His Lordship said he had no difficulty in 
finding that the opium was being boiled, 
and that it bad not been reported. Tho 
whole question that Had to be argued was 
the validity of contract. He asked that 
there should be laid before him the ordin- 
anoe, the conditions made under it,and the 
contract with all its conditions. The or- 
dinance did not render it obligatory on the 
opium farmer to grant contracts, because ff 
obligatory there was no consideration for 
these conditions ; if it were not obligatory 


aud the opium farmer had disoretion, then | }, 


could he impose any conditions not sand 
tloned by the Governor in Council. \, 
Mr Russell said the whole policy of the 
Government and ‘the intention of the 
Legislature in passing this Ordinance on 
the subject was to put into the hand of one 
man the power of making the most of this 
farm on consideration. of his paying ry 
Inmp sum to the revenue of the Colony, 
tho fund to be expended for the public 
good,. It was not necessary for the 
Government to. surround. the sub-licensees 
with protection. The opium farmer, who 
had paid a large sum of money for the 
privlleges he held, was not likely to kill 
the goose that laid the golden eggs. This 
Ordinanios protected him and gave him 
mans for recovering fines &. from those 
who sought to evade the law with regard 
to this trade. © But he or those who served 
under him had to take the initiative in 
every case if he was to be advantaged by it. 
By opium being found by a policeman, for 
iustance, in a steamer in the harbour, he 
would not bein any way advantaged. Bis 
own people must prosecute .to allow him 
to benefit from the fines, =~ 
His Lordship asked whether the law did 
not. recommend ‘itself to the, Attorney 
General. as Indicating that the remedy 
should be exclusively a criminal one; did 
it not indécate that all rules should be 
sanctioned by the Governor, aud that the 
only remedy for thelr transgression should 
be s criminal one. . « eee 
The Attorney General said this was not 
so, unless his Lordship was prepared to | 
hold-that the Governor must make rules 
before the plaintiffs could grant licenses at 
‘all, and that they: could not make a:con- 
tract with anything in it additional to these 
Piles. > The optim farmer iad great ara 
culties to contend against. He had given: 
the publle of Lrg ni aired the Govern- 
’ jo--twiog és much'ss 
had ever. been given before, Jf he had 
gurpicion of this didicylty, he 


had nothing to do but to submit these con- 
ditions embodied in his contract to. the 


| Govornment and they would have beon ap- 


roved. Tho defendantcould then have been 
rought before a Oriminal Court and pun- 
ished for his breach of the law. -Bat as the 
conditions wera merely in the contract the 
Magistrate refedred them to the - Civil 
Court.. In the absenca of any conditions 


¢ made by the Government.-he submitted bo 


would have been entitled: to recover in o 
Civil Court. This was preclacly the same 
case. Where there was a wrong thore was" 
always a remedy, That there had been a 
wrong committed by. the defendant he had 
fully proved'; he submitted that tho line 
of defence suggested’ by the Court would 
= debar him from securing his remedy 
ere: : ; . : 

Bis Lordship directed the Attorney Ge- 
neral’s attention to the strict rale as to the 
interpretation of all monopolies; everything 
= to be interpreted against the monopo- 


The Attorney General submitted. that 
-the-Court was bound: to take notice of and 
give effect to this contract unless it was 
contrary to public policy or law. The de- 
fendant himself admitted tbat the plaintiff 
the oplum farmer, and also admitted 
the contract, and it had been proved that 
he (the defendant) had broken his bargain. 
is Lordship asked whether the Attor- 
ney General contended that even had tho 
subsection $ not been in the Ordinance at- 
all the opium farmer-would—tave-had-any 


ight-to—grant—sub-licenses~or-enter—into- 


euch contracts. 

The Attornoy General did not think go. 

Mr Brereton said the case was one of very 
great importance not only as regards the 
opium farmer but the public generally and 
the Government. But howevor great and 
high those might be who were concerned, 
the case must be decided upon strict law. 
This was a penal ordinance and a penal 
contract, and they must therefore bo read 
very strictly. The ordinance No. 2 of 1858 
was to regulate the sale of prepared ‘opium. 
It was not merely an ordinance to set up ani’ 
‘opium farm and leave the farmer to work 
away as beat suited him and insert any con-. 
ditions helikedin hisliconsea, Hesubmitted 
the Ordinance was intended to protect the 
public as well as the opium farmer. If the 
case was as the Altorucy General said why 
should the Legislature have put in any- 
thing at all about the Governor framing 
and approving conditions ; why not have 
left the whole thing in the opium farmer's 
hands? The Government had reserved to 
themselves this check so that there should 
be some security that the regulations 
impoued were just, reasonable.and fair. In 
faco of that, no conditions could be admitted 
bere unless thoy had been. sanctioned by 
the Governor and Council. Tho principle 
pervaded the whole ordinance that all 
contraventiona of these regulations were 
to. be treated as a purely criminal matter. 
Another important point was as to the 
Court to deal with these matters, One 
Police Magistrate here had some difficulty 
on the question whether the Polica Court 
had anything to do with the Opium Ordin- 
ance at all; and he held over some cases 
to allow of him consulting with Mr 
Phillipp». _ That was when the Petty. Ses- 
sions, which was the Court mentioned in 
the ordinance, was abolished. Mr Phillippo 
was in some doubt on the point bimself: 
The result was the passing of ordinance No 
1 of 1879, which provided that ‘the Police 
Court should deal with these cases. That 
waa the only Court that properly could deal 
with this case; that Court being expressly 
named all others were excluded. 

His Lordship : The question {s can they 


super-add. Oan they make a contract im: | 


posing- additional conditions; or having 
made such a contract can they recover on 


it. 
'. Mr Brereton said the expreas object of 
the law was to securo that all conditlons 
sought to be Imposed on sub-liconsees must 
ass the .€ avernor and Executive Council. 
Had these extra conditions been approved 
they would have had the effect of law, The 
tendency especially of late years was sgainat 
monopolies ; the public might at the hands 
of a monopolist having no check on him, 
be made to suffer great hardship; this 
supported his view of the intention of 
the Legislature .which had never in- 
tended ; that the opium farmer should 
be given the power to make any con- 
ditiona without the consent of the Go. 
vernor aud the Executive. Coming to 
the evidence he said tho attempt to prove 
the weight of the opium was simply prepos- 
terous, as much ao as anything he had ever 
seen in Court. Were there five balls or 
seven ?, Did anybody know? The moat 
hap-hazard way of guessing at the weight 
seemed to'have been used instead of any: 
thing like the strictness which should have 
been used to found a charge u & penal 
ordinance and penal contract 80 to speak. 
The Attorney G:neral in reply said the 
defence admitted now that ho had boiled, 
opium; and it had been proved. That 
e had ‘never: roported it to the opium 
farmer. The. whole question was, aa his 
Lordship had said, whether the opium 
farmer had the right to enter Int> this 
contract without baviug all those conditions 
previously sanctioned. :

[1st August, they followed the coast. of 
Siterta as far ds Cape soivekta, Of which: 
they. arrived ‘on the 20th of August... The 
coast of worthern Asia presented little of 
intérest, there being very little snow, except 
that which -hed drifted into Has ‘alloys. 
The flora wero extremely. svarcd, and of & 


character usually. found on’ th e 
northern portions‘of Asid. Continuing the. 
voyage slowly, the mouth of the Lona waa., 
reached ot the end of “August, from whence 
despatches. wore forwarded home. Pracecd=:, 
ing: thence, without any interruption from — 
ico, Yenriklan, on the: east side of Koluchia ™: 
bay waa passed, and the vessel was brought - - 
to.an anchor in Koluchin bay at nightfall‘ 
on the 28th" September.. The sea: was calm ° 
and tomparatively free from ice, and no. 
possible. obstacle to the continuance of the 
voyage was apprehended. During the night, .. : 
however, the Hoating hunimooks drifted in 
shore and wero immediately conneotid by. - 
newly formed ice; -and at daybreak of the 
29th September the Vega was, sodurely 
frozen into winter quarters, one mile and a 
half-from the shore. To seaward’ the ica 
formed for a distance of about twenty niles, 
beyond which was open water. . Within ' © 
a short distance of the vessel were several 
Tschuksfche villages, the people of which 
‘were in moat friendly communigation with . 
the Vega, As winter advanced the people - ‘ 
‘of. the villoges’ siffered dreadfully “from 
famine, and, Professor Nordenskjdld,. dis~ — 
tributed upward of 3000 pounds of bread, 
all that could be spared in view of the — 
uncertainty of the duration of the -vessel’s 
imprisonment in her then quarters: The .~ 
weather waa very severe, the lowest recorded 
temperature being—50° Fahrenheit, ‘This 
temperature, in the abscnca of wind, was 
not disagreeable, but there was a succession 
-violent-storms-during--some of which-the 


-thermometer—rose-to—40°, when the cold - 


was severely felt. Tho spring seasin‘ad-  - 


vanced very slowly, with a: correspond- 
ingly gradual riso of temperature; and on 
the morning of the 18th of July. there 
was no change in the appearance of 
the ice which surrounded tho vessel, and 
which threatened to last fully a fortnight 
longer; ‘but at noon it’ suddenly broke - . 
up, and at 4 p.m. on the same day the | 
vessel was again under steam, after two 
hundred and ninety-four days’ detention. 
On the 20th the East Cape was passed 
under steam, there being then eighty tona 
of coal on board. From the Enst Cape they 
visited Port Clarence on the American coast, 
and subsequently Lawrence Bay‘and Island, 
Koniam Bay on the Asiatio-coast, and 
finally Behring Island off the coast:of Kam- 
chatka for purposes of scientific research 
into the flora, fauna, zoology and botany of 
those northern regions of Asia and America, 
At Behring Island a very interesting dis. . 
covery of fossil bones was mide, The” 
remains were those of an immenso. gen 
animal,—-Riytina Stelleri—yghose, existence 
must have.-been several centuries ago. 
From Behring Island’ the, vessel prooseded , 
direct to Japan with fair weather until the 
81st August, when there was a heavy gale 
with lightning and rain. A flash of light. 
ning split the main top, and hurt; but not 
seriously, seyetal men who were on deck at 
the time. ; 

During their absence of fourteen months, 
all but two days, there has been no sickness ~ 
of any kind on board the, veasel, and no 
appearance of scurvy, and in this respect the 
expedition has been more successful than. ~ 
any previous-undertaking of the same cha-: 
racter, a, circumstance which’ reflects" the .: 
highest credit upon all connected with it. 

Professor Nordenskjold is clearly of opi- 
nion that a voyage from Europe through | 
Behring Straits can bo made -with great | 
certainty. and safety when sufficient expe- .. 
rience of the Northern seas has been gained. 
From’ dope to the Lena Archipelago is a 
voyage which offers no difficulty to cardfal -: 
and gkilful navigators:. and as tho‘ river 
Lena communicates directly with Central - 
Siberia, there is every prospect of a large. - 
and increasing trade as soon as it has.been 
properly inaugurated, and this is a chance 
whioh Japan should not allow to pass by.
